GARE OF OSPHANS 15
PROBLEW N FRANCE

Politics and Religion Clash Over
Methods for Rearing Children
of Fallen Heroes.

Paris, July 14.—Notwlithstanding
efforts to avold any friction that would
mar the “sacred union" of the Freneh
people In wartme, sentiment, poit-
tics and religion tave developed
something of a clash over the proper
treatment of orphuns.

The fixing of a “tag day" for the
collection of funds for the “Orphanage
of the Armies” and the discussion of
the proposed legislation affecling the

future wars of the nations, has
brought about i1l fecling in  some
quarters. “The Orphanage of the

Armies” I8 one of the most recen:
of three large organizations secking
to cope with the orphan problem.
Patronized by President Polneare, ana
accorded the “tag day" privilege by
the wminister of the interior, to the ox-
cluslon of the other soclétics it has
been given a semi-oflicial character,
which drew the antagonism of the re-
liglious elements.

Sentiment rebelled against the
classing of the orphans as depend-
ents of the goverament and devout
people became alarmed less the con-
trol of the education of children
should develop arbitrary pressure
against rellgious training. Politicians,
‘oo, became suspicious that some of
Jhe eharitable organization might try
to exercise a religious influcnce on
future citizens. The two other or-
ganizations that claim the right to
share in the administration of contri-
butions for the ornhans, are “The Or-
phans of the war” and “The Frater-
nal Unicnh of the Children of the War.”
Both of these profvss to be non-scc-
tarian. The former was the first in
the tield, and has furnished homes for
more than a thousand orphans at
Etretat and Juln-les-1’ins.  The rela-
tives o the children decide whether
they shall be brouzht up rollrinnet:
or not and, if religiously, whether
in the Catholic or rrotesiant inith.
The other organization is endeavoring
to find boys and girls of well-to-do
familics who will adopt the child of
gome fallen hero as a brother or sis-
ter and help it to make Its way in life
without taking it away from its own
home,

In view of the fact that the diff-
erent Catholic orphanages were not to
share In the proceeds from the “tag
day” collection, the Pove issued  In-
France that the Calholics should hold
their corporation. Finally, deputies
from different and extromely divided
partles introduced in the chamber a
bill providing for the participation of
the soclety of the “Orphansiof ' the
War"” and othér organizatiens of the
same chatadler. Dhis hes forced the
[’new gociety™of the “Orphanage of the
Armiéds” to abandon its exclusive ‘at-
titude, which wnsto centralize in its
own hand all the charitable!'éforts
for orphans of the war.

At'the same time the miaister of
public instruction has introduced in
the sénate a blll to provide for or-
phans' pensions sufficlent to meet the
material wants of the children, leav«
ing the orphans In the care of the
surviving parent, If there is one, or
the nearest relative where that dis-
position is possible, and In other cases
providing for thelr bringing up with
the least possible official intervention,
The law provides for special advan-
tages for orphans of the war in ali
educational establishments.

The organization “"Orphan of the
War"” is now receiving an average of
n dozen orphane every day at Its
headguarters on the Quay de' Orsay.

ROGKEFELLER HELPS
BELGIAN REFUGEES

Supplies Sewing Machines and
Cloth for Belgian Women
in Hollaad, \

The Hague, July 14.—Dritish
Quaiters, or members of the soclety
ol friends, are worklng together with
the representatives of the, Amoerican
Fockefeller Foundation in belialf of
the 5,200 Delgian refugees, who have
been provided with temporary homes
by thie Dutel government in the camp
at Uden. The wooden barracks are
occupied almost entirely by women
and children, as most of the men who
were [irst there bave gone to fight in
what g left of Belglum for the recov-
ery the rest of their unational soil.

In thy well-lighted and spaclous
workshops scattered about the camp,
the Rockefeller Foundation has sup-
plled a number of sewing machines
and all the necessary material-—wool.
cotton and flannel—and the women
and girls work steadily dayl after
day, muking garments of all kinds,
apparently pleased to have something
to do,

The Quakers, who, by their princi-
ples, are not permitted to go to war,
arp dolng remaerkable work In Nortl-
castern France and Belgium in pre-
paring future homes for the stricken
civilians. They have provided them
with lumber, tools, and workshops,
and even here are buildlng small rort-
able bungalows, which the refugoes
can take with them when they find
it possible to return to their country.
They succeed In completing one bung-
alow a day at a cost of about $200.
each Ldlding including a comfortiable
living room and kitchen combined,
nindl two bedrooms.

Aun oceasional visit Is paid to the
relugevs camp by representatives of
che Itocketeller Foundation, while the
Duich Minlsters and high officinls and
their wives also take great interest in
the welfare of the Belglan guests of
thie Dutch nation. On the day of the
vizit of The Assoclated Press corres-
pondent Mrs. Cort van dor Linden,
wife of the premier, also went through
the camp and in her honor a great
Duteh flag made by the refugees
themselves floated from the flagstair
of the camp.
